Gary insisted .that the 
Government was just as l{kely to go too 
far in one direction as the corporation 
in another. 

Gary denied charges attributed to Sen- 
ator Oliver of Pennsylvania, that the 
Steel Corporation was endeavoring to 
Kain control ever Ohio River transpor- 
tation lines. so as.to cut water com- 
petition in the shipment of coal. 

Roosevelt Held Merger Necessar?. 

Judge Gary again today declared that 
Presifient Root and Secretary of State 
Root not only sanctioned the absorp- 
tion of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co. 
by the Steel Corporation, but held it to 
be necessary to avert widespread finan- 
cial disaster. 

Gary declared anew that financial con- 
ditions in 1907 were such that something 
had to be done to prevent a pqnic. The 
conference at the White House, he de- 
clared, was the final step in the cam- 
paign of preven#ton, and he added that 
if the administration had declined to 
permit the combination of the two big 
steel properties he would have opposed 
it in the Steel Corporation. He insisted 
that the impression. made on his mind 
and the minds of those with him was 
that both Roosevelt and Root fully rec- 
Ognized the necessity for the merger, 
and accepted it as imperative if a finan- 
cial cataclysm were to be averted. 

“I think I surely would have voted 
against the purchase,’ Gary repliei. 

“You were at the White House then,” 
Littleton said, ‘‘seeking the approval of 
the administration of the proposed ac- 
quisition by the steel company of Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron stock?’ 

“That is not quite rightly put,” an- 
swered Gary. “It is hardly accurate. 
We sought to acquaint the Government 
with all the facts before we proceeded. 
I know perfectly well that Secretary 
Root had told the President and that 
the President understood that he had 
no right to approve the sale. But it 
seemed clear to me that if we should 
purchase the property under the peril- 
ous conditions in Wal) street, as ex- 
plained to the President, that there 
ought not to be any action on the part 
of the Government to enjoin the trans- 
action." 

All Agreed on Sounding. 

In reopening the line of questioning 
with reference to the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Co., Representative Littleton 
scught to get from Gary an _ under- 
standing as to what phraseology they 
cnuld agree on to express the attitude 
of President Roosevelt to the transac- 
tion which Gary and Frick proposed 
te him in 1907. 

“I should say,’ said Gary, “that it 
vas a tacit acquiescence on the part of 
the President.”’ 

Littleton then took up the visit to 
the White House made by Gary and 
Frick.

Declares, After Inquiry, She Will

HIS MOTHER BLAMES HER 





Asserts She Lured Him From 
second Bride; He Never Saw 
His Baby. 





The story of Charles A. Reynolds’ 
four marriages, of the baby whom he 
never saw and of the mother- whose 
heart he broke has been revealed as 
the result of a search in his coat 
pocket, made by his third wife, Mrs. 
Anna Lauth Reynolds, when he visited 
her home, 3651 North Market street, 
a few days ago. 

Mrs. Reynolds, a stréking blonde, tcld 
a Post - Dispatch reporter Wednesday 
that she would ask the issuance of a 
warrant charging Reynolds with biga- 
marrying Grace Carr in FEust 
St. Louis in July, 1908. She verif:ed 
the fact of the marriage Tuesday after- 
-oon by an examination of the East 
St. Louis records. Her first knowle’ge 
of the marriage, she said, came wl.en 
she found in Reynolds’ coat pocket a 
letter from the fourth wife, with her 
ricture, 

Reynolds, an only child, is the 
prodigal son of Mrs. F. A. Worthing- 
ton of 2021 Rutger street. His fourth 
wife has made ter home with Mrs. 
Worthington since she left him in 
Mexico ‘two years ago. His first wife 
is dead, and his second divorced him. 

The gray-haired mother, a woman 
of refinement and gentle speech, wept 
as she told Wednesday of her son’s 
reckless behavior in the last few 
years. She placed all the blame on 
the third wife, now the young man’s 
accuser on a criminal charge. 

“ft would willingly see my only boy 
in his greve,.” she declared with up- 
lifted hand, “to know that he was 
free from the evil spell which has 
been cast over his life and mine. 

Says Son Was Lured Away. 

“She lured my son away from his 
second wife three months after their 
marriage,’ declared the aged woman. 
“He was a steady young man, a mem- 
ber of the church and devoted to his 
bride. He was a skilled électrician, 
and had done important and difficult 
work on the World’s Fair illumina- 
tion contract. 

“This woman went to live at the 
boarding house where my son and his 
wife were, and soon she had won 
him away. 

“He went away with her. I never 
knew that they were married, although 
I can readily believe that they were, as 
she obtained such a control over him 
that he would do anything she asked 
him to do. 

“His second wife became a mother in 
the following winter. My son never saw 
his child, a boy, and she went away 
saying she never intended to let him or 
the other woman se® the baby. 

“They went to New Orleans together 
and separated there. My son returned 
to St. Louis, and in July, 1908, he mar- 
ried Miss Grace Carr of Eldorado, 
Kan., in East St. Louis. I have noth- 
ing against her. She tried to help my 
son, but he had become dissipated and 
she had to leave him after they had 
gone to Monterey, Mexico, together. 

Finds Fourth Wife’s Picture. 

‘A month ago he returned to me, and 
I have been doing what I could to get 
him on his feet. Then the woman who 
says she is his third wife, met him on 
the street and took him to her house, at 
3651 North Market street. In his pocket 
she found letters and pictures of his 
last wife, and she created a scene there 
and at my home.” 

‘Now he has gone, and I shall try 
to keep him out of her way.” 

Mrs. Reynolds’ mother, Mrs. Mary 
King of 1422 North Grand avenue, told 
her story of the affair from a different 
viewpoint. She declared her daughter's 
conduct had been proper, and that sho 
had been abandoned by Reynolds.: 

Mrs. Reynolds was seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter in East St. Louis 
while she was examining the records 
there. She said she was married 
to Reynolds in Edwardsville May 20, 
1905, by the Rev. J. L. Cunningham, 
and that there had never, so far as 
she knew, been any divorce proceed- 
ings between them. 

‘My husband came to my home a few 
days ago,” she declared, “and I wel- 
comed him. He talked awhile, then 
went out, saying he wanted to get a 
drink. He left his coat and I looked 
in the pocket. There I found the pic- 
ture and letter which caused me to be- 
lieve he had married again since leav- 
ing me.” 

Mrs. Reynolds said she met Reynolds 
at the boarding house where he and his 
second wife were living, as his mother 
related, but she denied that she lured 
him away, and said he too.. the initia- 
tive in their attachment.

“I can’t afford to pay carfare, so I 
just call a taxicab and tell the chauf- 
feurs I am Mrs. Lyon and my husband 
will pay the bill.

Record Shock Lasting Two Hours ) 


Scismographs throughout the 
country began at 6:05 this morning 
to record an earthquake which grew 
in violence from that time until itt 
died at 7:51, after having lasted an 
hour and 41 minutes. 


The seismograph at St. Louls Uni- 
versity indicated that the earthquake 
of Wednesday morning was about 2100 
miles from St. Louis. 

The disturbance was the most pro- 
nounced that has been recorded by the 
instrument since it was installed a year 
and a half ago. It continued over two 
hours. 

The first shock was recorded at 5:07 
o’clock, the second at 5:15. The princi- 
pal shock began at 5:24 and continued 
until 7:35.

-The demonstration was the greatest 
which the capital has known in a gen- 
eration. Business was practically sus- 
pended and the streets through which 
the revolutionary leader made his tri- 
umphal way were gay with flags, bunt- 
sing and flowers, while from thé throats 
of tens of thousands came roars of ac- 
claim. 

The noisy welcome began when the 
sreat crowd at the railway station first 
caught sight of the wearded face and 
stocky figure as Madero emerged from 
his private car and stepped quickly into 
a Waiting carriage.

Assures President He Will 
Give Support in Next 
Campaign When They 
Meet With Other Notables 
at Baltimore to Eulogize 
Cardinal Gibbons. 


CORDIALITY OF FORMER 
EXECUTIVE IS MARKED 


Colonel’s Greeting for Vice-| 


President Sherman and 
Former Speaker Cannon 
Shows Vast Difference in 
His Attitude to Them. 


Special From a Staff Corr ondent, 
BALTIMORE, Md., June 7.—President 


Taft again met former President Roose- 
*velt yesterday. Roosevelt told the Pres- 
ident he would support him for a sec- 
ond term, whereat there was great joy. 

The meeting took place in the hase- 
ment of the armory of the IF"ifth Mary- 
land Regiment. The meering lasted 10 
minutes and was the first for the men 
in such a public way since resident 
Taft was inaugurated. 

Col. Roosevelt arrived in Baltimore 
ahead of President Taft. The former 
came direct from New York and the 
latter from Washington. \Vhen the 
former President was told that Presi- 
dent Taft had arrived at. th& depot 
and had st for the armory, he left 
the headquarters of the committee in 
the armory, where he was topping, 
and went to the room. where the recep- 
tion was held. Hé was there perhaps 
five minutes when President Taft ar- 
rived. | 

“Hello, Theof@cze,” Says Taft. 

“Hello, Theodore,” said President 


Taft as he stepped into the room, fol-} 


lowed by Secretary Hilles, and with 
arms outstretched he; walked toward 
Col. Roosevelt. : 

“Hello, ‘Mr. President,” said Col. 


Roosevelt, as he atepped forward with} 


extended hands to meet th» President. 

The light of 614 comradeship shone in 
their eyes as they drew near. A broad 
smile of friendship wreathed the face 
of each. Both men had traversed about 
the same distance when they met. Their 
hands met, and then began such a shak- 
ing of hands as is seen only between 
firm and true friends. First they shook 
hands up and down and then with hands 
clasped together in front of them they 
Swung them sideways. Then, with their 
arms extended straight in front of 
them, they again clasped hands. This 
time they did not move, but each con- 
tinued to Jook into the other’s face and 
smile—rather they grinned like school- 
boys. 

They stood looking at each other for 
several seconds without speaking. Then, 
affectionately, each laid a hand on the 
other’s shoulder and they began a con- 
versation which lasted 10 minutes. 

In t whole 10 minutes there was 
no int ption. Secretary Hilles, stand- 
ing several feet in the rear of the two 
men, never moved. Maj. Butt, aid to 
President Taft, who had filled the same 
position with the former President, 
guarded the door of ,the room. 


Shun Talk of Politics. 
President Taft - inquired after the 


health of Mrs. Roosevelt. The Colonel] 
asked about the health of Mrs. Taft. 
and then the two men talked. Politics 
Was not discussed. The political con- 
ference was postponed until June 19, 
when Col. Roosevelt will visit President 
Taft as a guest of the President's and 
Mrs. Taft's wedding anniversary cele- 
bration. 

When President Taft and Col. 
Roosevelt had talked 10 minutes, 
Secretary Hilles moved toward the 
two men, then Col. Roosevelt said: 

“How is Archie?” He referred to 
Maj. Butt, and with his question Maj. 
Butt strode forward. 

Again the Colonel spoke. 

“How's Jimmy Sloane?” 

He referred to James Sloane, Chief 
of the Secret Service men on duty at 
the White House. He filled the same 
office when Col. Roosevelt was Presi- 
dent, 

With his two questions answered 
by the appearance of the two men in 
person, the Colonel became more jubi- 
lant and asked for others. This also 
was the signal for a general recep- 
tion which lasted another 10 minutes.

DENVER, Colo., June 7.--"‘I want you 


here and you must come.” wrote Mrs. 
Isabelle Springer to S. Louis (Tony) von 
Phu! in the letter summoning the St. 
Louis aeronaut to make the journey 
which ended in his death at the hands 
of Harold I. Henwood, his rival for 
Mrs. Springer’s favors. 

This letter, found in von Phul’s pock- 
et after his death rs now in the hands 
of the District Attornéy here as evi- 
dence in Henwood’s case, and has just 
been revealed. It is also to be used by 


J. W. Springer, the woman's wealthy 
husband, in “bis suit for divorce. The 
complete contents of the letter hereto- 
fore kept secret by the authoritics, be- 
came ptiblic today. 
Last Message From Her. 

When taken from von Phul's 
pocket, the letter was without an en- 
velope. It was undated, but its mat- 
ter, and the fact of its presence in 
his pocket. are taken as indicating 
that it was von Phul’s last written 
message from the woman he admired. 
Tlie signature, “Belle,” was the ab- 
breviation of her first name which 
Mrs. Springer, formerly Mrs, Isabelle 
Patterson Folek of St, Louis, used in 
her correspondence. The paper was 
of dainty pattern. 

This is the letter: 

Dear Tony Boy: I did not get 
your message until yesterday. I 
had a ffightful headache last 
night and could not write you 
until today. , 

I am very serry you feel the 
way you do, and dear boy, I must 
assure you you are wrong—wrong 
—wrong., 

I want you to give up that trip 
and come here directly. .I shall 
expect you here in a week and no 
later. I want you here and you 
must come. If you do I will tell 
you what you will be glad to 
hear, something I cannot put 
down here. There are reasons 
why ‘you should at least postpone .. 
your trip and you will be giad 
you came. 

Frank is here still, and of course, 
he is acting naughty. 

I have quite a surprise in store 
for you—something that will please 
you, I am sure, and the other will 
be all adjusted as soon as you ar- 
rive and you will be yourself again 

I heard from A. last week. He 
told me what you had said and I am 
glad you told me first. A. is all 
right, but—well, you understand. We 
were out of town day before yester- 
day, and you were spoken of fre- 
quently.

FIVE MEN KILLED 


Extra on New Haven Railroad 
Jumps Track and Hits Train 
Going Other Way.

FAIRFIELD, Conn., June 7.—One of 


the most disastrous freight wrecks in 
the history of the New Haven Railroad, 


occurred near here early today, when 


four freight trains piled into one an- 


other, killing five men and injuring 
several. 

The dead are William Laurie, engineer, 
Hartford, Conn.; a fireman. name un- 
known, scalded to death’ Robert Gates, 
fireman, New London; Robert Beachy, 
engineer, New London; —— Hoffman, a 
brakeman. 

The accident happened a few minutes 
after midnight in an isolated spot. The 
trains in the wreck were three extras 
and the regular New York fast freight. 
One of the extras jumped the east-bound 
track and crashed into a second train 
which was passing on the west-bound 
track. Trains running close behind each 
of the two extras crashed into the 
wreckage almost immediately. 

Crash followed crash. Two boilers 
exploded simultaneously and the wreck- 
age caught fire. An ambulance and a 
train load of physicians, nurses and po- 
lice, were sent from Bridgeport to care 
for ‘the injured, who, as fast as htey 
were taken from beneath the cars, were 
sent to Bridgeport hospitals.

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A WISE MEASURE. 

The Democratic majority of the House Ways 
and Means Committee had invincible arguments in 
favor of the Underwood wool bill without ven- 
turing into partisan attacks on Republicans. It 
is true President Taft was belated in his denuncia- 
tion of the wool schedule in the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff measure, but he used strong language when 
he declared “the woolen schedule is indefensible 
and I propose to say so.” 

The committee need not have gone outside the 
record of Republican utterances to justify the re- 
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report of the necessity and justness of the Demo- 
cratic measure of reform on the opinion of the 
party’s opponents. The late Senator Dolliver’s 
speeches would have supplied rich pickings for the 
reform campaign. 

The argument of Republican extravagance as % 
factor which forced the Democrats to leave a 20 
per cent tariff on raw wool for revenue purposes 
is legitimate. The slap at the administration for 
its failure to make public the results of the Steel 
Trust investigations was not wholly indefensible. 
When a party in power conceals information about 
trusts obtained by one department of the Govern- 
ment, it is a fair conclusion that information ob- 
tained by a commission concerning the effect of 
a pet party policy may be held back. 

We believe this committee would have been 
wise to have discussed tariff reduction wholly from 
the standpoint of the public welfare without incit- 
ing a partisan controversy. In view of the ne- 
cessity of winning Republican votes in the Sen- 
ate, the stirring up of partisan feeling should be 
avoided. It is so easy to obscure the public {s- 
sue by wrangling over petty partisan issues. Hav- 
ing framed a sensible and practical tariff reform 
measure, which no Republican who is sincere in 
his demand for tariff reduction can refuse to sup- 
port, the Democrats might well stand on the solid 
ground of public interest. Whether the Repub- 
licans defeat or help to adopt the measure, the 
Democrats have sufficient advantage in the proof 
of their sincerity and wisdom embodied in a sound 
measure of reform. They have met the public ne- 
cessity and responded to the public demand. The 
House Democrats have put through a program 
of legislation which is a sufficient tariff platform 
for the presidential campaign. 

Republican insurgents have not convinced the 
public of their breadth of mind and sincerity with 
regard to tariff reform. But it is impossible to see 
how they can refuse to support the fair reductions 
‘fof the Underwood bill without stultifying them- 
selves and making a mockery of their condemna- 
tion of stand-patism. 
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HELP THE POLIO. 

The Police Department deserves the support 
and co-operation of every citizen in carrying out 
Chief Young’s orders to enforce the ordinances 
for cleanliness and sanitation: The alleys should 
be as clean as the streets and the streets should 
be as clean as constant work can make them. 

Indifference to cleanliness on the part of house- 
holders may be as much due to failure on the 
part of garbage collectors and the Street Cleaning 
Department as to personal indifference. The Po- 
lice Department should be as keen to note offi- 
cial as private neglect and every instance of in- 
fringement of the ordinance should be investi- 
gated and the responsibility fixed. The people 
can help the police as much as the police can 
help the people.

It became 
necessary in common decency for the chairman 
to protect plain American citizens who were ask- 
ing nothing but justice. That is the way the 
stand-pat committee on finance of the United 
States Senate receives people who ask that 
plutocratic taxes be marked down. 
No intelligent person can contemplate these 
scenes without perceiving that a question of 
much greater moment than Canadian Reciprocity 
is involved in the present controversy. The 
sttitude of the committee shows plainly enough 
that in our relations with the tariff of extortions 
sovereignty has changed places with mendicancy, 
craft and greed have overthrown honor and 
right, privilege has taken the seat of equality 
and the accused has become the accuser.
